   3     (I) REGISTERED IN THE STATE; AND 
 
   4     (II) APPROVED BY THE APPRENTICESHIP AND TRAINING COUNCIL 
   5  ESTABLISHED UNDER § 11-403 OF THE LABOR AND EMPLOYMENT ARTICLE. 
 
   6    (3) "CONSTRUCTION" MEANS: 
 
   7     (I) BUILDING; 
 
   8     (II) RECONSTRUCTING; 
 
   9     (III) IMPROVING; 
 
  10     (IV) ENLARGING; 
 
  11     (V) PAINTING; 
 
  12     (VI) DECORATING; 
 
  13     (VII) ALTERING; 
 
  14     (VIII) MAINTAINING; OR 
 
  15     (IX) REPAIRING. 
 
  16    (4) "STATE-FUNDED CONSTRUCTION PROJECT" MEANS A 
  17  CONSTRUCTION PROJECT THAT RECEIVES ANY FUNDS FROM: 
 
  18     (I) THE STATE; OR 
 
  19     (II) ANY ENTITY CREATED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY THAT 
  20  ENGAGES IN, OVERSEES, MANAGES, OR HAS AUTHORITY OVER CONSTRUCTION 
  21  PROJECTS. 
 
  22   (B) EACH CONTRACT FOR A STATE-FUNDED CONSTRUCTION PROJECT SHALL 
  23  REQUIRE THE CONTRACTOR OR THE ASSOCIATION OF WHICH THE CONTRACTOR IS A 
  24  MEMBER TO: 
 
  25    (1) HAVE AN APPROVED AND REGISTERED APPRENTICESHIP PROGRAM 
  26  IN PLACE AT LEAST 6 MONTHS BEFORE SUBMITTING A BID FOR THE CONTRACT; AND 
 
  27    (2) HIRE STATE-REGISTERED APPRENTICES AT A RATIO OF ONE 
  28  APPRENTICE FOR EVERY THREE JOURNEYPERSONS.
